POST CARD CRAZE HERE 


Leather Cards Mast Hav e a Two cent 
Stamp Affix ed, 
Dixon has been struck by tbe post 
card fever and every day scores of 
cards are sent throug h its postofflce 
The burnt leather card novelty con­ 
tains ail sorts of leg ends and pictures, 
of a nature more or less bumerous. 
Then there are the reg ulation card­ 
board poet cards, with bits of local 
river and island landscape pictured, 
and with views of some of Dixon resi­ 
dences, avenues and public building s. 
Other cards sold here contain all 
sorts of caricatures, with appropriate 
inscriptions. 
The postoffice authorities are hav­ 
ing some difficulty in the m atter of 
the burnt leather cards. These are 
invariably posted with a one cent 
stamp, when they should have a two 
cent stamp. The paper cards g o for 
a penny, because they conform with 
the law g overning the posting of 
cards 
The leather postals do not, 
however, hence cannot be carried for 
a penny. All cards which are not of a 
size, weig ht and style prescribed by 
law to be carried for a penny must 
have a two cent stam p before they 
will be taken in the mails, and it will 
be well for Dixon people to remember 
this fact and put two cent stamps on 
their leather post cards in the future.

The m ajo rity of jieopie take a meal of 
some kind betw een the hours of 12 and 
2 daily , say s a phy sician. W ith a num ­ 
ber of perso ns this meal assum es the 
form of a substantial dinner, while 
with o thers it am o unts to nothing more 
than a light luncheon. In either case, 
however, the repast requires to be di­ 
gested, and this necessitates some moll­ 
ification of the activities of the brain, 
since neither that organ nor those co n­ 
cerned u the processes of digestion are 
capable of good w o rk when an attem pt 
is made to put forth their energies si­ 
m ultaneously . 
The exceedingly complex processes of 
digestion 
and 
assim ilatio n 
whereby 
dead anim al and vegetable m atters 
are transfo rm ed into living hum an tis­ 
sues 
dem and 
for 
their 
rapid 
and 
healthy perfo rm ance an increased cir­ 
culation of blood in the stomach and 
ancillary o rgans as well as a concen­ 
tration of nervous energy in the sam e 
region. Now. increase of circulation in 
one organ o r set of organs entails a 
dim inution in the others. Consequently 
tho supply of blood to the brain is cur­ 
tailed im m ediately after a meal has 
been eaten, and since the blood is the 
life the higher functions of th at great 
organ are perfo rm ed only with diffi­ 
culty if a t all. 
| 
A tendency to drowsiness, confusion ■ 
of thought and inability to m ake any j 
great m ental effort are among the re- « 
suits of a dim inished cerebral circula- j 
tion. These feelings are, therefore, ex- ( 
perienced 
by 
most persons after a j 
meal, 
and 
they are the more pro­ 
nounced in proportion to the greater 
am ount of digestive energy expended. 
Since brain work of good quality can­ 
not be produced while tbe processes of 
digestion are in active operation it is 
wise not to attem pt it. 
It is never 
prudent to th w art the beneficent inten­ 
tions of nature. 
Many persons strug 
gle against the m ental and phy sical 
lethargy th a t accom pany the earlier 
stage« of the digestive act. apparent­ 
ly under the delusion th at all time 
given to the im po rtant business of 
building up and repairing their tissues 
is time w asted. 
So far from this be­ 
ing the case, a well spent po stprandial 
interval tends to the preservatio n and | 
prolongation of life. 
If a tendency to drowsiness is felt j 
sleep shouid be allowed to prevail, for j 
the pro verbial “fo rty w inks” is justi- j 
fied by science. 
A ten or fifteen inin- j 
utes’ 
nap 
after 
a 
meal, 
curiously j 
enough, will enable 
many 
a 
brain 
worker to arise refreshed who m ight 
have s[>ent an hour or two in a vain 
and m entally confused struggle against | 
the “dro w sy god.” 
A cup of tea or i 
coffee abo ut an hour after a light j 
luncheon will facilitate and expedite i 
the last stages of gastric digestion and j 
so assist in the rapid re-establishm ent j 
of m ental vigor and clearness of mind. 
There are some persons who instead 
of resting after luncheon or early din­ 
ner take some form of exercise, such 
as w alking or cy cling. If the meal has 
I been at all substantial m uscular exer- 
j else m ust tend to retard and weaken 
I digestion by w ithdraw ing a certain 
j modicum of nerve energy to the lower 
I limbs and the centers which govern 
j their m ovem ents and dim inishing the 
i circulation in the alimentary * canal by 
I increasing it In the legs and arm s. U n­ 
less their digestive powers are very 
keen people who take active exercise 
after food find th a t the process o f di­ 
gestion is thereby only prolonged. 
On m any grounds rest after food is 
more in accordance w ith phy siological 
requirem ent« than exercise, and the 
afternoon nap, so scoffed at by the 
heedless, is a m easure to he not only 
defended but recommended. 
It is a 
practice beneficial no t only to diges­ 
tion, but to many of the o ther func­ 
tions of the body . 
Rest is the one 
thing needful in this restless age, and 
it is never so necessary as in the small 
hours of the afternoon. 
Among the m any generally unsus- 
I peeted benefits co nferred on the post 
1 m eridian sleeper rest of the heart and 
j sy stem ic circulation m ust be placed in 
j the fro nt rank. 
Now*, the more rest, 
1 within the limits of health, the heart is 
I able to obtain the more efficiently and 
j the longer will it co ntinue to carry on 
i its work, for the heart is, with most 
I people, a much overw orked organ, and 
any indulgence given it will be repaid 
several tim es over. 
Another very im po rtant organ which 
Obtains a much needed rest during the 
afternoon nap is the ey e. 
There is no 
reason why people should be co nstant­ 
ly lay ing waste the powers of the o r­ 
gan of vision, the optic nerve and the 
visual centers of the brain itself by 
continual gazing at w hatever trivial 
objects chance to present themselves 
within the field of vision. 
Even the 
most casual of “things seen” entails an 
I expenditure of nerve energy , and an 
1 adjustm ent of accom modation, w ear 
and tear of the exceedingly fine and 
complex ocular m echanism and a cor­ 
responding exhaustion 
of 
the nerve 
cells co nstituting the visual centers of 
the brain, all of which m ust tend ulti­ 
mately to curtail the period during 
j which the visual sense should be at its 
best.—London Chronicle.

There Is ab­ 
solutely no recreation—no music, no 
churches, no bathing, no books or mag­ 
azines. no urlviug except round and 
round Inside the towns. Nobody ever 
walks, and athletic sports are impossi­ 
ble in a climate that has six months of 
rainy season and is all the time like a 
warm vapor bath. The bare monotony 
of the nurse’s existence Is appalling. 
“The food is good, although Ameri­ 
can food was at first very hard to ob­ 
tain. and fresh vegetables are scarce 
and fish rare on account of a tax that 
is placed on it. The hospital buildings 
are good, the nurses’ quarters are com­ 
fortable, the hours are no longer than 
here in New York, but the absolute 
stagnation of the mental and emotional 
life wears one out. Many of the nurses 
are coming home, though there Is no or­ 
ganized strike or revolt. Fifty dollars 
a month Is u^mt they get b* begin on. |
